MEAT PRICES D0WN
Hot Weather and Vegelable Supply Affect

Qnolatlon* Generally.
No posltlve statement about the prlces

of different meats could be obtalned from
whoiesale dealers yesterday beyond the,'
assertlon that quotatlons were dropplng
s'cadllv. The greatest decreano was In Ihe
prlce "of beef, whlch has become about
half a cent cheaper In the last few weeks.
The other meats, such as pork, lamb and
veal, were sald to be selllng at the same

flgrure.
Retall dealers at the Seventeenth Street

market accour.ted for the drop In prlce
by the Increased demand for vegetables
and frults.commodlttes whlcli are very
plentlful at thls time of the year. Though
catlle Is scarce, thls Is nothlng unusual.
for the.- heavy ahlpments are not made
cntll about Octobcr. The market dealera
doclare that they are selllng meats at a

loss on account of the hlgh prlces maln-
talned hy wholesale houses.
Compared wlth the slze of the crops.

vegetable prlces are also abnormally hlgh.
The output thls year hns been remarkahly
largo In farm products. Slilpments of poul-
try, butter and egga aro comlng In at such
a ratc that prlces must bo torced down
conslderably In the near futuie. Frult la
also plentlful nt the markets, and nll

prlces are elther at or bclow those of lnst

year, wlth prospects of belng stlll lower.

COLORED SCHOOL HISTORY
Rlchmoml Men to Prepare Volumc

Dcallng Wlth Record of Race.

Two of the best known coiored citl-
zens of Rlchmond are at work on a
volume for use ln the colored schools
of this country, to be known as "The
Industrlal Hlstory of the Negro Race
in the Unlted States." They aro Glles
B. Jackson, the negro lawyer and pro-
moter. and D. Webster Davls. a pro-
fessor and lecturer. The volume will
be In large measure an outgrowth of
the negro industrlal exhlblt at the
Jamestdwn Exhlbltlon, in which the
Industrlal development of the race was
traced in a serlcs ot well prepared ex-
hibits. Jackson and Davls ar»» revising
the manuscrlpt. and the book will be
ready for use wlthln a few wceks.

the case were brought before courta
of law it would be declded unfavora-
biy to the coilege.

Elder, bartender, wero trlod on the
charge proferred by Mrs. Ueorge Steln
that they had sold liquor to her hus-
band after she had wrltten them that
he was an habitual drunkard. and had
requested tho proprletor not to sell
him lntoxicnuts under any clrcum-
stnncos. i
From beginnlng to end the oase was

fought bltterly. more than twelve wlt-
nesses being present on each sldo.

Besldos other witnosses who tesll-
ficl as to Stem's hablts, Chlef of Police
Llpscomb statad that" Steln hnd boon
before the court frequently for drunk-
enness; that he had boen forcod tc
take the pledge, and had boon sent tc
jnll ln the efforts to roform him.

Ernest "Wolls, counscl for tho de-
fense, ln sumnilng up, sald that the
Byrd law tald the responslbllity of de-
termlninar whether n mnn was in r,
flt, oonditlon to purchase liquor on the
bartender. In thls oaao, he contlnued
the accused hnd provod that, so far at
thelr knowledge ran, Stoin was not ar
habitual drunkard, and was thorofort
ontltlod to buy liquor,

In ooncludlng, Mr. Wdlls statod tc
the court that from thls time on Stelr
could uikIpi- no clrcumstnnoes buy »
drlnk from Dobblns' biir-room.

Page concluded for the prosecutlon by
calllng the Mayor's attentlon to the
fact that this was the flrst case of
the klnd trled hereabout under tha
Byrd law, and that what ho dld would
cttablish a precedem.

"I dlocharge1 you both, and now here
warn every bartender In Manchester
not to sell a drink of llquor of any
klnd to George Stein, or they'll go up
as sure ae fate."
